The current TECHNI-CORNER series by Dave Janowiak on understanding polariza- 
tion, held for the past few issues because of lack of time to transcribe the 
WIFDA convention lecture tape on the subject into written features (due to 
your editor's final examinations), has recently drawn criticism from several 
club members. Among these is FCC-FM News editor Dr. Bruce F. Elving, whose 
comments echo those of other WIFDAers: 


Much that I dislike finding fault with a fellow (WIFDA) member and article- 
writer, I feel chat I must make some comments on Dave Janowiak's series on 
understanding polarization. 


Much that Dave writes about is pure theory, and not based on solid experience. 
I, on the other hand, have experimented with vertical polarization since 1966, 
having erected a vertically-mounted FM yagi antenna atop its own tower and 
with its own rotator only one year after the FCC authorization of FM radio 
stations in the United States to employ horizontel and vertical, or circular, 
polarization. It was largely as a result of this experience that I wrote the 
article in the May 1975 VUD, "Those Elusive Verticals," pp. 26-27 


This system of mine for the reception of v-signals has been in continuous use 
since, augmented by experimental vertical antennee at Adolph. Dave, naturally, 
writes based more on his interest in reception of TV signals with a v-antenna, 
while my interest is exclusively FM. I commend to anybody who has been fol- 
lowing Dave's articles to review, or read for the first time, my 1975 article, 
which is still valid, inasmuch as not all FM stations have switched to the v 
and h modes, as Dave tends to imply. There are still hundreds of horizontally 
polarized-only FM stations across the country. 


Thus Dave's statement in part I, p. 18 is not quite true, where he says: "The 
big ‘push’ to vertical polarization for FM stations began, in earnest, perhaps 
five or six years ago. During that time, a lot of DXers could have taken ad- 
vantage and received a lot more stations, if they had known which were hori- 

zontal and which were both horizontal and vertical..." 


Even today, you will find many instances where you can use your vertically- 
mounted FM receiving antenna to cut through the signals of horizontal-only FM 
stations--and the FM Atlas lists them all. I take pride in showing exactly 
which FM radio stations have both vertical and horizontal and which FM radio 
stations are horizontal only. Also, the current edition indicates which FM 
stations have less power in the vertical plane (where there are power differ- 
entials), and what both the vertical and horizontal effective radiated powers 
are. If Dave had an FM Atlas and used it, he could benefit even more from his 
experiments with vertical antennae at FM frequencies, For example, right in 
his home area the following FM stations are horizontal only: WYMS *88.9, WUWM 
*89.7 Milwaukee, WLIP-FM 95.1 Kenosha, WNWC *102.5 Madison, WEKZ-FM 93.7 Mon- 
roe, WGLB-FM 100.1 Port Washington, and WMIL 106.1 Waukesha. By consulting 
the Atlas, he would know what other stations have only h, and which others 
also have v. 


Even more serious for the Dxer with limited funds and limited tower space--the 
DXer who must choose between vertical and horizontal--is the erroneous impres- 
sion Dave gives that a vertical installation will result in more DX than a 
horizontal installation. While Dave's experience with listening to CFCA (not 
CKCO-FM) 105.3 Kitchener ON might have indicated stronger average signals over 
Lake Michigan over the v path rather than the h path, this is not typical, 
judging from my experience. 


The main drawback on relying on a v receiving antenna is that you cannot as 
effectively rotate your antenna to null out interference in the v plane as you 
can in the h plane. I believe this phenomenon is explained by careful reading 
of James E, Kluge's article on stacking TV antennas, starting on p. 19 of the 
August 1976 VUD. My understanding of that article is that a signal coming in 
roughly parallel to the horizon will strike all elements of a v antenna at 
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(Dr. Bruce F. Elving, continued) 


about the same time regardless of how the antenna is aimed, while for the h 
antenna, certain elements will reinforce and certain elements will null out 
the signal depending upon the antenna's orientation. Combining Kluge'’s and 
Janowiak's articles one finds that virtually the only advantage of using a v 
antenna is in skip, where the signals would be coming in at an angle consider- 
ably different from that of a below-the-horizon tropo signal. 


So serious is the inability of a v-only receiving antenna to be effectively 
aimed to minimize interference from one FM station (transmitting a v signal) 
in order to receive another FM station (also transmitting a v signal) on the 
same or an adjacent frequency, that such an installation should be attempted, 
in my opinion, only by people who have first put up a deluxe horizontal an- 
tenna system. The v system should exist only as a supplement to the h system, 
complete with its own lead-in, and an antenna switch at the receiver to pe 
mit instantaneous selection of v or h signals. My switch has a third position 
to which IT have attached the lead-in from an ommidirectional FM dipole antenna 


The final argument against going exclusively v in your installation is that, 
in a few cases, stations send out less power in the v plane than in the h 
plane. This is not as true today as it was 5-10 years ago, but there are 
still examples of it around, as a check of the by-frequency part of the FM 
Atlas would confirm. CFCA 105.3 Kitchener has 100 kw h and 88 kw v, which to 
the DXer is probably not a significant difference. But look at KQYN 95.7 in 
Twentynine Palms CA with 5000 watts h and only 93 watte vl 


And, despite this reliance primarily on reception of stations by h antenna 
(even though having access to rather good quality v equipment), even for skip, 
a quick check of Andy Bolin's FM Statistics colum, p. 13, March VUD, will 
show that I have not been handicapped by this attitude, having more skip sta- 
tions listed on FM than any other DXer. 


I believe DXers, throughout the history of radio, have been famous for dis- 
Proving the "myths" of science by detecting the presence of signals that the 
engineers could not have expected, following theory. Dave Janowiak, unfortu- 
nately, writes more as a scientist than as a DXer who has extensively tried 
out the theories that he expounds. 


Bruce, because of your comments and similar remarks forwarded by other DXers, 
we are seriously considering termination of the already-delayed polarization 
series where it stands. Members' views on whether or not the articles should 
be continued are welcome. In the meantime, until the issue is decided, the 
TECHNI-CORNER column will concern itself with other subjects. 


In March, we published comments from member Al Ellis of Brantford, Ontario, 
expressing his dissatisfaction with the 1977 World Radio TV Handbook, which 
was offered to WIFDAers at a special discount price for the first time. We 
promised to discuss his remarks in April, but became too tied up in other 
matters to prepare the colum last month. Al's comments are reprinted below 
for convenience: 


It is my hope that those who bought that reasonably priced World 
Radio TV Handbook find it a better buy than I did. To my way of 
thinking, there is no other publication printed as useless as that 
is for our use...not even worth the money spent mailing it to and 
from. 


"Caveat emptor" ("let the buyer beware''--CWI) is even more so today 
than in the past. Every budding author has the very latest and 
"must have book. Without it you cannot operate with any degree 
of intelligence...so "be dumb. and buy my book," is the attitude. 
Could not some member of the (Board of Directors) be our monitor 
on what book is good and what is rubbish? Every other year or so, 
up pops another “must have" book, highly touted by its author, who 
has something to sell. Having books printed can be a money-losing 
business; they have to sell them, even when they smell to high 
heaven. This I had to add in fairness to those who will take us, 
IF we allow it. Presumably, had I written this earlier, it would 
have been "sour grapes.”

FCC-FM May, 1977 
Readers’ Reports and FM Industry News 


Dangerous precedent? FCC allows KSL, Inc. a waiver of the FM translator station identification 
requirement (which currently applies to translators having more than 1 wail), "Currently, the signal of 
KSL-FM is retransmitted by more than 30 FM translators in Utah, Idaho, Wyoming and Nevada. Three 
times daily, KSL-FM broadcasts a list of 32 FM translators that carry its programs, requiring about 
11/2 minutes to complete." The Commission noted that the purpose of station identifications is so that 
FCC field inspectors can pinpoint the source of interfering stations. The waiver is permanent, for 
KSL-FM Salt Lake City, Perhaps the FCC should be notified that the station identification rule benefits 
more than Commission personnel —DXers, principally. A c.p. holder, KSCF 97.1 Florissant MO, 
tried to get the FCC to change its authorization from Class B to C, and allow it to go to 100 kw at 540", 
instead of its authorized power of 50 kw at 500', but the FCC threw the request out because of short- 
spacings to WBBA-FM 97.7 Pittsfield IL and KKSS 107.7 St. Louis (10.7 mHz removed), 

CBC-FM Charlottetown PEI now on 96.9, with signal greatly improved in Nova Scotia; however, it 
is puzzling why the CRTC acts as it does, because CBC-FM now is interfered with often by WDHP 96.9 
Presque Isle ME. A new CBC station for Halifax has been approved, to be 100 kw directional to the S. 
shore area of Nova Scotia, unnamed frequency, --~---~- but to be FM and a CBH AM repeater. Asa 
result of years of complaining by residents of the south shore, the CRTC will be moving ahead and 
building this station to improve reception of CBC programming. No Information as to whether this is to 
be a Canada-wide policy or not. Mike Dunn is wondering if it is proposed that AM network program— 
ming be spread throughout wide areas all over Canada by means of high power [and might I add non- 
identifying] FM stations ? None of the Maritimes’ low power repeaters on FM are on the air, such as 
CBHJ, CBHI. There are problema in getting equipment, although transmitter sites and phone links are 
reportedly in, No sign of the new CJCH-FM Halifax, although it has a construction permit. "No sign of 
them yet, and no amount of prodding can get any info out of station. , . They don't know when they are 
coming on." Robert McGowan, Burnham ME, contacted the manager of WTOS Skowhegan ME, who said 
it has no plans to move to 106,7 (from 105.1; 106.7 being the channel now allocated to Skowhegan by the 
U. 8. FCC). "He told me that there is an allocation pending in Plymouth NH for the last 5 years that the 
FCC has yet to act on which may affect a change of antenna location for WTOS (7). . . A move to 106.7 
might cause interference with WBZ-FM Boston, but he wasn't sure of this. He also said ‘We like it 
here at 105.1, and plan to be here for a long time’. He also said WBLM Lewiston is seeking a power 
increase and become a Class C station; also WJBQ Scarborough a frequency change and power increase 
as a Class B station," 

WHRW *90,5 Binghamton NY now on 7 am to 4 am 7 days per week, and will try to maintain this long 
schedule all this summer, Joe Smith, Jr., Johns on City NY, lives near McIntosh's headquarters and 
now uses the MR-78 for his FM DX listening. While this is not an equipment review column, let's 
note his comparison with a Sony 5130 tuner, which he tried out this winter. He could hear WAMC 90.3 
Albany while his local WHRW 90.5 was on the air with the McIntosh, but not with the Sony. He got the 
local stations on 35 different places on the dial with the Sony, but the McIntosh brought in locals at only 
one place on the dial where they did not belong. However, he says he befriended some of the engineers 
at McIntosh to modify his set so that it would perform more like a DX tuner than a hi-fi taner. They 
“told me they are making a new tuner a MR-79, and when it is ready they are going to give it to me for 
two weeks and they want to know how good it will be for DXing. But it might be two years before the new 
tuner Is ready. "Admittedly, McIntosh products might be nice and they are treating Joe very well, but 
I find their advertising about the "FREE McIntosh Catalog and FM Directory" dishonest and deceptive, 
and have written their advertising manager asking that they refrain from claiming that their publication 
covers all of North America when it does not and from implying that they publish a useful and up-to-date 
list, when the list I received recently had information in it that was no newer than 5 years old, No reply 
to myletter to them yet, although I wrote in December, 1976. Joe would rather see music formats in 
the by-frequency part of the Station Directory rather than networks, because "you only hear the news for 
about five minutes and the music programs are for 55 minutes," and the networks change frequently— 
see especially the two pages almost full of changes in the ABC networks alone. Perhaps if somebody 
were to come to Duluth and do the tedious work of adding format data to my by-frequency list it could 
be done, but I just do not have the time, 

Williamsport (PA) Area Community College plans to apply for *88. 1 with 10 watts, but have not yet 
mailed their application to the FCC, so says the "city edition" of Grit, a national paper published there. 
Several reporters mentioned WBAI 99.5 New York being back on the air, sounding like it did before. 
Their program director, Pablo Guzman, who was the center of controversy when the station was taken 
off the air, resigned. Another station with Its share of troubles is WXPN*88.9, which an FCC judge 
recommended to lose its license for broadcasting "licentious slime and nauseating verbiage, " and with- 
out proper supervision by the licensee, the University of Pennsylvania. WGAL FM 101.3 Lancaster PA 
now WNCE — "Nice Radio"; format still m; "Nice 101," promos obnoxious." 
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The new WXYC *89, 3 Chapel Hill NC doesn't answer its phone, but "they are putting one helluva sig- 
nal out as received here in Durham about 8 miles away," writes Warren Bird. "X-89" will be on 5 am 
to 2am. In Kentucky, WAKQ 101.1 Russellville, "KQ101," programs more to nearby Bowling Green 
than to its city of license. One writer with SCA equipment, Ted Fleischaker, feels it important to 
maintain the distinction in listings as to which stations have Muzak and which music, “because Muzak 
has a 1-2 minute pause of silence every quarter hour and this differs from the other services which 
program continuously, . . If the guy who complained would. . . listen to either or both any length of 
time as I do, he would know the difference immediately, which also means they could serve as an ID 
aid and also tell me which to listen to when on a trip (I favor the Muzak over the other). I find the 
Atlas valuable." 

WTBI 105.7 MeComb MS still not on the air; have they applied vanishing cream? Station WRES 105.7 
Troy AL not observed on a recent tropo opening into southern AL; Mike Dorner wonders if the old 
WTUB is off the air again? Mike says AM can legally offer a fairly flat 50-15000 Hz response, but the 
limiting factor is poor signal to noise ratio on that band—especially in the South with frequent thunder- 
storms and higher noise levels on the band than in the North, On the Atlas: | prefer the maps retain 
call letters and not formats, as they are getting cluttered. Give institutional names for the EFM sta- 
tions, This is more valuable than for commercial outfits newly formed for the purpose of running a 
radio station; we're really not that interested to know their corporate names, Also for DXers mailing 
a reception report postal employees know the commercial calls, but often a letter will not be delivered 
to a college station unless the institution's name is on the envelope. On listing non-Ders: "more sta- 
tions are using them almost exclusively. . . Let's face it, call signa are a holdover from telegraphy 
days and have disappearedalmost everywhere on the broadcasting scene except in North America. You 
rely on the help of DXers, which is good, since someone else does all this compiling, and club partici- 
pation is broadened. You get info that helps the Atlas and the compilers get a satisfaction of seeing 
their work in print, . , The arrows on the maps lock poor. . . Perhaps sectional maps are the answer, 
the breaking of scale such as on pp. 42-3 looks bad and is confusing; the one for California looks good." 

WZZP 106.5 Cleveland OH now on with new 59000 watt, higher tower facilities, $ rock. 

Ralph Strobel in IN receives some 16 ten-watt FM stations, which he is taping, hopefully to be done 
before summer puts a stop to some of these stations’ activities. 

Charlie Taylor in Indianapolis caused me to go to the FCC rules and, he's right, there is nothing in 
them that limits the frequency response of AM stations. He feels all Indianapolis AM stations send out 
signals in excess of 10 kHz. He says I have been wrong to abbreviate FM's frequencies as mHz, that 
‘MUz (capital M means Mega, small m means milli, for'megacycles' while kiloHertz should still be 
given as kHz, the capital H being for Herr Heinrich) Yet the FCC speaks of audio frequencies as 
"hertz," but capitalizesthe abbreviation, "Hz." Taylor worked for the founder of WFMS 95.5 Indian- 
apolis, Martin R. Williams. "There is no doubt in my mind that Mr. Williams liked neither the old 
WFMS format (after he sold it to Susquehanna), nor the new one. Unfortunately, the original format 
just didn't attract a large listenership." 
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now has Drake-Chenault's top 40 contemporary sound. WWJR 97.7 Sheboygan WI deviates from this 
only from 7 to 10 am Sundays "to meet the public affairs commitment," In MN, Minnesota Public 
Radio will be buying time from noncommercial KBEM *88.5 Minneapolis to offer a classical music 
alternative 6 to 9 am M-F, while the network contimes to offer Garrison Keillor and the Morning 
Show, with its folk music, comedy, poetry, and interviews. Cost of this service for 12 months: $14000. 

John Ebeling spent about $2000 to give readers of this column special FM station and SCA news for 
Hawaii and southern California, so I am glad to make use of it. I also encourage others to take expen- 
sive vacations so that they can contribute information to this column! John was on several of the islands 
and found Honolulu stations coming in on the island of Hawaii, on Maui,on Kauai and on Oahu. KKEA 
Hilo not on air, not listed in phone book. KUMU 94.7 Honolulu "koo-moo". Could not get KKAI 96.3 
while in Honolulu--passed thru town (Kailua) on bus, but no radio, not sure if on air, not listed in the 
paper. No SCA heard on any station, On Atlas, it would be helpful to have island names on map. . . 
island of Maui not drawn very well. In southern CA, John listened on his SCA-equipped portable, and 
supplied many of the SCA and format data listings elsewhere, He also noted that KGAB 103.9 Inglewood 
is still off the air, KYAC-FM Seattle 96.5 which has new call letters, KYYX, is pronounced "kicks." 

KTOP-FM 100.3 Topeka applies for new calls- KDVV. 

KUSF *90,3 San Francisco has been testing since December; good strength, KRJB 97.7 Monte Rio, 
KDVS *90.3 Davis, and the new Davis c.p. on 105.5 as well as [*88. 1] El Cerrito are all still appar- 
ently not on yel. Sheldon Remington, Oakland CA, also has an SCA adapter and supplied much of the 
SCA news for northern CA in this column. He received my "FM DX Demonstration Tape," which I sell 
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for $1.25, and enjoyed the old WOR-FM i.d. (And if you're new to the WTFDA and wonder what the FM 
Allas is, which I publish, refer to the back cover for a description of the little book and ordering data.) 

Pete Taylor sent an article, in Feedback (a publication of the Nat'l Asn. of Broadcasters) alluding 
to the old non-ID problem; the article was signed by John F. Hurlbut, president, WVMC and WSAB Mt. 
Carmel IL: "One reason why ‘roadside’ radio is gaining momentum has to do with broadcasters. You 
and I have both expressed our frustration at driving cross country and listening to radio stations that 
may have fancy jingles that do anything but tell you WHERE the station is, There are many ways of 
identifying beyond the legal requirements, and everyone knows if you're going to have any hope of at 
tracting the itinerant traveler who is ‘signal searching! his dial, then the call letters AND TOWN have 
to be mentioned pretty often, But if broadcasters continue to keep their locations so top secret, frus- 
trating the traveler. ,.2 lot of motorists will be grateful to know WHERE to tune for the kind of infor- 
mation suggested in the proposal," I believe "Roadside Radio” is a proposal to string a long wire par- 
allel to a freeway with AM radio programming on a special frequency. Radiation would be limited to 
over the roadway and programming would be full of travel tips, news of scenic attractions, special 
events, and commercials. I oppose the idea because it puts reliance on listening to moribund AM radio 
and not on FM (or FM-SCA!), while conventional broadcasters oppose it because it would siphon off 
listening by some of the travelers and advertisers might be attracted to it instead of using the facilities 
of regular stations. Mr. Taylor's station is

Offering contradictory evidence on the 
AM "hi-fi" situation is Al Ellis from Ontario, who lived in San Francisco early in this century: 

"All this baloney about hi fi in the broadeast band, Why does not some one mention that there are 
two stations in the continental U.S.A. with permits to do so and they have done so for years? The first 
is WQXR New York, and KXEL Waterloo IA. That to the best of my knowledge is all... WHAM in 
Rochester NY years ago installed the equipment for quality sound. ‘Then had the lawyer make applica- 
tion to the FCC for permission to use it, I must mention here Stromberg Carlson, the quality radio 
firm, owned them then, Before their letter from the lawyer made it to Washington they received a 
letter from the FCC mentioning that they were doing a 'no-no,' and it would not be tolerated. . . Scott 
of Chicago made a number of nickel-plated hi-fi receivers for the broadcast band during the depression 
of the thirties, when ordgred. Understand they did not sell any real amount of them. People used to 
hearing sound from the heater-cord type sets prevalent at that time would not have recognized quality 
sound had it tripped them. . . We have good FM on the market, so why try to make a silk purse out of 
a sow's ear? Some will claim all sorts of things to sell what they have for sale. Caveat Emptor." 
KEX AM Portland OR was heard at night in CA, and it did sound good to Don Voegele, who continies to 
keep up to date on Australian FM developments, One thing he sent was an article giving the schedule of 
3RMT FM 102.7, the Radio Station of the Royal Melbourne Institute of Technology, which seems to be 
a combination of public and student programming.

A California member writes in defense of the World Radio TV Handbook: 


The WRTVH may not be of much use to the TV DXer, but a vast majority 
of WIFDAers are also into BCB and SWBC and the WRIVH is an indispen- 
sable tool for such Dxers. Though its accuracy and typography are 
marginal and its U.S. distribution system is abysmaily lacking, it 
is still the best source of information, under one cover, for a ma~ 
jority of Dxers. At the discount price of less than 2¢ per page, it 
sure beats a lot of publications of so-called non-profit DX clubs, 
both in terms of price and accuracy. 


Mike Dorner of Metairie LA comments that the WRTVH actually provides excellent 
coverage of European and Asian FM, "contrary to what some may believe!" Mike's 
listing of European FM changes, gleaned from the latest WRTVH, appears in this 
edition of the Digest. 


Al, your editor recently invested in the 1977 WRTVH, and doesn't see his $8.45 
as having been poorly spent, even though I am not into AM or SW DX. The WRTVH 
does lack in its USA TV-FM listings, but it is a useful reference for such 
stations overseas, and as such seems worth the price. The Handbook has been 
around for more than 30 years, and as such has established its quality; truly, 
it isn't another of the yearly “must have” books. I don't anticipate buying 
another WRIVH edition, but I am glad te have the current issue on my shelves. 
Although it is next to worthless for domestic TV-FM DXing, I have the notion 
that eventually it will prove useful. 


Next month, the debate over Winegard's AC-4990 is scheduled to resume, with 
comments on hand from several prominent DXers. Yours are always welcomed!

BALUNS 


Many a DXer has seen baluns priced from $1 all the way to $10 or $12, and has 
asked himself what the difference is, if any. Just what you get for your 
money when buying baluns is indeed a good question. You might get less of a 
balun than you need for your installation; or you might pay for features you 
don't need. But first, let's look at that seemingly simple balun. 


What It Does 


For maximum transfer of power from antenna to receiver, impedances must be 
matched, regardless of the "signal conditioning devices" in-between (traps, 
boosters, splitters, etc.). If impedances are mismatched, the receiver never 
"gees" all the power it should. Power loss increases (but not proportionally) 
as mismatch increases. 


A balun makes devices of dissimilar impedance work correctly, For TV and FM 
all receiving gear is designed for either 75 ohm or 300 ohm impedance. Thus 
the word "balun," since it deals with 300 ohm BALanced and 75 ohm UNbalanced 
impedances, was adopted. 


Since only two impedances are involved, balun design is simple. It just con- 
verts, or changes, impedances by a factor of 4 to 1, or 1 to 4. For example, 
if 75 ohm coax is used with a 300 ohm antenna and TV, the 300 ohm side of the 
balun is connected to the antenna and the 75 ohm side connected to the coax. 
The 4 to 1 conversion "down" in the balun means that a match is obtained be- 
tween antenna and coax. At the set, another balun is connected, and the balun 
converts "up" to 300 ohm to match the set. While the conversion within a ba- 
lun does change the voltage, it does not change the power. 


Note that a balun cannot correct, or compensate, for impedances of devices 
comected to it. It just converts what it "sees." For example, if antenna 
impedance in the previous example was actually 200 ohms (instead of 300), the 
4 to 1 conversion "down" means you would wind up with a 500 (200/4) ohm load 
connected to 75 ohm coax 


What It Is 


Briefly, all baluns are housed in simple enclosures, as little as %" on a side 
to as large as 6". The 300 ohm connection may be (1) short 300 ohm flat line, 
or (2) two parallel wires separated by spacers (like 300 ohm open T-line), or 
(3) round or rectangular solid rods, separated for 300-ohm impedance. Some 
300 ohm lines have spade lugs. Some outdoor models have toothed washers and 
terminal screws. You slip your own 300 ohm line beneath the washers and then 
tighten, The 75 ohm side consists of a connector, Usually, hardware is in- 
cluded to attach to coax for mating with the 75 ohm connector. Finally, some 
sort of mounting harness might be included. The "guts" inside a balun will 
be discussed later. 


Factors When Buying 


There are five basic factors to consider when buying a balun: (1) impedance 
transfer for frequency desired, (2) shielding, (3) enclosure, (4) 75 ohm con- 
nector, (5) goodies. 


(1) Several methods for achieving the 4 to 1 impedance conversion have been 
used in balun design. Apparently--per discussion with Bob Cooper--the method 
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used for all modern baluns is torroidal. (A torroid is a coil, or group of 
coils, wound on a core.) With this method of manufacture, it apparently is 
quite hard to make a balun that doesn't maintain a 4 to 1 impedance change 
over _a specified range. (Some DXers have commented to me that loss was quite 
Righ with balune they used. I can't comment on this since 1 don't kuow (A) 
design of balun, (B) if they were used at correct frequency, or (3) if mois- 
ture had contributed to loss, especially if "indoor" type was used outdoors.) 


It's thought that the rise of CATV equipment may have "forced" improvement of 
all baluns. In CATV lingo, any device has a "flat" response if it maintains 

a characteristic within + § dB. With baluns, flat response means it maintains 
a 4 to 1 coversion within + 5 dB over a specified frequency range. One-half 
dB means about 6 percent power loss. Thus, with modern baluns, a true 300 ohm 
device would be converted to 75 ohm + 6%, or about 70.5 to 79.5 ohms. (% dB is 
indeed little, when you consider that the impedance of all-channel VHF anten- 
nas, especially yagi types, may vary from 200 to 400 ohms, even good ones!) 
The so-called "conversion loss," therefore, is quite tolerable. 


Note that term "specified frequency range." Since impedance involves frequen- 
cy (as opposed to purely resistive devices), it follows that a balun can keep 
the 4 to 1 conversion only over a certain range. As frequency increases, the 
effectiveness of conversion is reduced. With the balun, stray capacity, etc. 
contributés to the loss at frequencies above the designed frequency. 


However, all TV baluns are designed for two specific ranges: up to channel 13, 
and up to channel 83. It's within these specified ranges that conversion loss 
should be maintained. Most 2-13 baluns usually maintain impedance within + © 
dB, while 2-83 models usually maintain impedance within + ¥ dB from ch. 2-13, 
and within + 1 dB (about 12 percent) from ch. 14-83. 


Obviously, a 2-13 only balun used for UHF could mean disaster. Unfortunately, 
most catalogs specify a balun "for TV." That's a lot of help! 


(2) Shielding usually consists of aluminum foil inside that should surround 
the balun. The torroid can pick up quite a bit of RF signal itself, especial- 
ly at UHF, and especially if mounted at antenna in strong signal areas. But 
don't think you're safe with an unshielded balun at the set. It too can pick 
up a lot of RF in strong signal areas or can pick up radiation from TV oscil- 
lator to IF. Your best bet, I imagine, is to buy a shielded type whenever the 
chance of RF pickup is likely. If saving is significant, you could use the 
unshielded type near quality FM receivers. But if cost difference is small, 
don't take a chance: buy the shielded type. 


(3) The type of enclosure usually indicates whether it can be used indoors or 
outdoors. Obviously, outdoor types must be weatherproof. However,.I have 
"opened" some outdoor baluns and found mildew, moisture, etc. The better out- 
door types seem to be totally enclosed (possibly with protective rubber boots) 
some may even be encapsulated. The poorer ones have plaster cases with snap- 
connected insulators holding the guts. These types, obviously, aren't very 
moisture-proof. The fact that they can be opened easily by prying at the cor- 
ners indicates inadequate moisture seal. 


(4) Coax comectors now are usually the F-fitting type, but some use other 
types. Quite honestly, I don't know if one connector is any better than the 
others; maybe one is easier to work with, but I don't know. Some DXers have 
reported poor luck with assembling coax Connectors. Personally, T made many 
coax patch cables years ago, for audio and RF, and know from experience that 
you can make more bad coax connections than good ones if (1) you don't have 
precise instructions, dimensions, etc. for stripping coax and fitting into 

connectors, or (2) you aren't careful. If anyone can comment on the ease of 
assembly or better performance with a certain type of connector, speak up! 


(5) Goodies cover such things as special mounting hardware, possibly for con- 
venience or strength--or possibly a more convenient 300-ohm side connector 
arrangement as described earlier. Little except convenience would be gained 
with this arrangement. 


Again, like all products, get detailed specifications from the manufacturer 
and compare costs. Buying from electronic catalog data only isn't the answer.
